P. Staff Correspondent) 
London, Dec. 14.—In a gorgeous 
setting the British Parliament open­ 
ed today to hear the speech of his 
majesty King George and vote on 
the Anglo-Irish treaty. 
The brilliant court of St. James 
was assembled at Westminister in a 
scene of kingly grandeur to take 
part in what seemed to amount to a 
celebration of the inauguration of 
the prospective Irish free state. 
“ It was with heartfelt joy that I 
learned an agreement had been reach­ 
ed, after many months,” the king 
said. 
“ It has affected not only the wel­ 
fare of Irieland, but the British and 
Irish races throughout the world. 
“It is my earliest hope that by the 
articles of this agreement now su b ­ 
mitted to you the strife of centur­ 
ies may be ended and Ireland as a 
free partner in the commonwealth of 
nations forming the British empire, 
will secure fulfillment of her nation­ 
al ideals. 
The speech was very brief, sub­ 
mitting the treaty for ratification. 
After the address Parliament ad­ 
journed until 3 p. rn. according 
to 
custom. It will assemble at that time 
to discuss the peace pact and hear 
the speech of Premier Lloyd George.

In his message to a joint session 
of the senate and house of repre­ 
sentatives soon after they convened 
the governor said: 
“I earnestly hope and respectfully 
ask that you will favor no other 
legislation at this time hut will agree 
with me that all other matters, how­ 
ever seemingly important, should be 
delayed until the next regular ses­ 
sion.” 
The bill which the legislature was 
convened to consider is in the form 
of an amendment to the present un­ 
workable removal bill and provides, 
1. That the reformatory shall he 
re-located at a “more central loca­ 
tion” than Jeffersonville. 
2. That the governor shall appoint 
a bi-partisan committee of four with 
the power of eminent domain to buy 
property for the institution and that 
an advisory committee shall be 
ap­ 
pointed. 
3. That the trustees of the Jeffer­ 
sonville reformatory shall supervise 
construction of the new building. 
4. That $300,000 shall he appro­ 
priated for the ^»’rehase. of a site 
and the erection of new buildings in 
addition to $450,101.01 which Col­ 
gate & Company paid for the present 
site and the unspent portion of ap- 
propriations made by the last legis­ 
lature for repairs to the present in­ 
stitution.

"It was with heartfelt joy that I 


learned an agreement had been reach- 
ed, after many months," the king' 
said. 


"It has affected not only the wel- 


fare of Irieland, but the British and 
Irish races throughout the world. 


"It is my earnest hope that by the 


articles of this agreement now sub- 
mitted to you the strife of centur- 
ies may be ended and Ireland as a 
free partner in the commonwealth of 
nations forming the British empire, 
will secure fulfillment of her nation- 
al ideals. 


The speech was very brief, sub- 


mitting the treaty for ratification. 


After the address Parliament ad-
